Five conferences on "De- 
veloping the Talents of Illi- 
nois Youth" me being held 
this month in five sections of 
the state. Superintendent of 
Public Innt ruction George 
Wilkins and 1 lire joint spon- 
sors of the conferences thai 
have been or will lie held in 
Chicago, Springfield, Rock 
Island, Charleston and Car- 
hondnle. Attending these 
conferences are community 
leaders in educational and 
professional fields, agricul- 
ture, business and civic or- 
ganizations. 

The purpose of these con- 
ferences is -two-fold: (1) to 
provide Information on the 
recommended state actions 
for the education of gifted 
children in Illinois schools, 
and (2) provide opportunities 
for discussion and critical re- 
action to the proposals which 
are being made. 

In the past there has been 
a striking contrast hetweeu 
programs for the mentally 
and physically handicapped 
and those for our gifted chil- 
dren. As an example of this, 
during the lllttO-61 school 
year, a well organized and 
comprehensive program of 
special education enrolled 
118,040 pupils In Illinois 
schools. The program in- 
cludes several types of excep- 
tional children and receives a 
biennial appropriation of 
more than $10 million. 

Soon after the 71st Gen 
eral Assembly in 1950, the 
Illinois School Problems Com 
mission held hearings to ex- 
amine proposals' for gifted 
children. Following these 
hearings, the commission rec 
ommended the establishment 
of a special study project. 
The major purpose of the 
project Is to secure data, in 
formation and recommenda- 
tions to assist the General As- 
sembly to determine the fol- 
lowing: 

Whether permanent legis- 
lation to assist school districts 



In providing for gifted chil- 
dren is needed and desired. 

The. nature of such legis- 
lation; 

Whether state funds should 
be appropriated for imple- 
menting such programs; and 

How a flexible state- wide 
plan might he developed to 
meet different education and 
socio-economic patterns of 
our school districts. 

Subsequently, Superintend- 
ent Wilkins appointed an ad- 
visory committee of 'specially 
qualified educators to under- 
take a study and make recom- 
mendiatlons. 

The preliminary work is 
done. The purpose of these 
conferences is to outline the 
results of the surveys and 
analyses that are completed, 
to open the door for criti- 
cisms or recommendiations 
and what action the people 
feel Is appropriate for educat- 
ing gifted children. 

As this Is a most compre- 
hensive subject, which by its 
nature is of primary inter- 
est to all residents of our 
state, I will confine my report 
to it in the next several 
weeks.

What happens now? Well, 
if you are poorly written, 
you will have u layover until 
he gets around to re writing 
you. 

' Again, we'll assume that 
everything goes well and you 
appear all dressed up in a 
new outfit, that is, typewrit- 
ten, double spaced mid In 
proper news style and form. 
It should be mentioned 
here that many stories arc 
discarded at this point be- 
cause another story of equal 
value but well written, and 
in the style and form used 
by newspapers and conse- 
quently more easily pro- 
cessed, slipped in under the 
wire and beat you to the typo 
setter. 

Now, where were you? Oh, 
yes! Well, after you have 
been rewritten, (incidentally, 
you have iv new name now? 
henceforth you will be called 
1 copy") someone has to 
check you over for accuracy, 
spelling; punctuation, excess 
wordage, etc. 

You arc then taken back to 
the editor who will fix you up 
with a bonnet and a place to 
stay. He calls It, writing a 
headline and assigning you a 
place in the paper. So . . . 
you are sped merrily on your 
way to the typesetter where 
another change takes place. 

You are tin longer just a 
few typewritten words on a 
sheet of paper, but are ready 
for posterity, metal face and 
all. This is caltet) type-set- 
ting. 

It's been a long, hard strug- 
gle and you've finally made 
it, or have you? Not quite. 
You see, there are a bunch of 
funny little men in that back 
shop who spend their duy 
putting together 'jig-saw" 
puzzles. They are called 
make-up men. 

This is your last obstacle. 
Make-up men are, by nature, 
a surly breed, made that way 
by years of trying to fit 4" 
stories Into 3" spaces. If 
you are fortunate enough to 
be picked out as one of the 
first stories to go on the 
page you will not encounter 
this problem. 

Some of you, however, will 
not be so lucky and yod will 
be either too short or too 
long to fit in that little space 
left on the page, like that odd 
piece in the jig-saw puzzle. 

That's your life story from 
beginning to end. You stand 
the risk at any one of these 
stages of being rejected for 
one reason or another. When 
this happens you may either 
be "kilted" (don't be frigh- 
tened, it's merely a printer's 
term) and forgotten, or you

You 
may. find out also, that you 
waste more time/putting him 
on' the pot -than it takes to 
wash the extra diapers; Walt 
, until -he can show you that he 
eierilny 'drtat , lbles:.li1fo l ls:re'ady.to-'havo. , a-:inove-ment 

and can get himself there 
under his , own . steam.; >■ Prob- 
ably this will be somewhere 
between a year and a year 
and a half. * ! ■' 

If you are patient, you will 
probably find that he has his 
own regular time and rhythm. 
Ptit him on the pot or toilet at 
HIS time and not when YOU 
think he ought to go. Don't 
make all too important, but 
be pleased wlten lie performs. 
Tiien he. will be pleased too, 
and more ready to do what 
you want. , 

Don't be surprised, though, 
if he lapses occasionally. Take 
it casually, change his pants 
without any scolding, and re- 
minding him to tell you next 
time. 

The time to begin to train 
a baby to be dry is difficult 
to set at a fixed age that 
would apply to all children. 
Titey vary considerably in the 

Ko'lnt at~ whicir they seem to 
e ready to take this step. 

When your baby begins to 
understand what you want 
him to do, it's time enough to 
start. Then, take htm to the 
toilet when he seems %a need 
it. Soon he will begin to tell 
you when he wants to go. 

Slowly lie will learn that 
It is more comfortable to be 
dry, and more satisfying too, 
since he knows you want him 
that way. Scolding or pun- 
ishment won't teach him to 
stay dry. It will only make 
him less anxious to please 
you. At the same time, he 
can't be expected to learn by 
himself. He needs you to 
show him the way.
